¢ Christmas Day of 1889 willlong be remem- 
yored by the people of the south. At 2o’clock 
tn that day the funeral of Henry W. Grady 
ill take place at the First Methodist church, 
and the body which once contained the sweet - 
est spirit which this day and generation has 
known, wili be consigned to a place in the city 
of the dead. ‘ 
There is but little to say of the scene at the 
family residence yesterday. 
About two years ago, Mr. Grady had cx- 
pressed the wish that “‘should anything ever 
’ happen to him,” Mr. Charlie Swift be sum- 
moned. And in response to that wish, it was 
far. Swift who was. put in charge. Shortly 
rer 10 o'clock, loving hands bore the bier 
to the large parlor of the beautiful home, 
there many friends looked upon the loved 
features which death had left 
phabwiged: A few minutes before 
moon, Mr. Orion Frazee, the sculptor, 
Was permitted to take a maskoof tle features. 
The last time Mr. Frazce had looked into that 
ace was when Mr. Grady had arranged to 
send him to New Orleans to take a deathi- 
mask of Jefferson Davis. The mask of Mr. 
Grady is perfect, and will doubtless be used in 
. the erection of a monument to his memory. 
All the afternoon, there was a constant 
stream of callers—-friends who begged the 
privilege of looking into the face of the man 
they loved. Among the callers who asked, 
and were granted, this privilege, were many 
prominent citizens and, too, a number of 
oolored men; and there were many affecting 
scenes about the bier that bore the body from 
which the soul had departed.

SADNESS EVERYWHERE, 


Grief was apparent évery- 
where. Those upon the streets 
made plain their sadness and 
their sorrow by their walk 
and their talk. The verv air 
seemed laden with sorrow, 

Man spoke to man in a sub- 
dued tone as thoy met; and 
passed on with bowed heads. 

There was none of that hi- 
larity which usually marks 
Christmastide. But one thing 
was thought of or discussed, 
and that was the sad death 
of Henry W. Grady. Of him 
every one spokein the tend- 
erest, kindest terms, and the 
many things said would fill 
volumes. Those who had 
known Mr. Grady and had 
watched with pride his bril- 
liant career, paid touching and 
heart-felt tribute to his mem- 
ory in kind and loving words. 
The depth of Atlanta’s love 
for her favorite son was shown 
by the universal praise heaped 
upon his name. 

Throughout the city every- 
thing was saddened by the 
death of the man who loved 
Atianta so well. In the resi- 
dence, the work shop, the 
store it was apparent. Any- 
where a stranger who had not 
heard of Mr. Grady’s death 
would have observed the gen- 
eral depression. 

Early in the day admirers 
of the great journalist began 
draping their piaces in mourn- 
Ing. ie 

iad. Strange to say, the 
first one to hang out an emblem 
of sorrow was a laboring man, 
a poor man who belongs to 
that class which never imade 
an appeal to Mr, Grady in 
vain. 

Bosche & Duggan, the paint- 
ers, draped the entrance to 
their pluce on Alabama 
street, and in the center of the 
heavy sombre folds appeared 
a black square, upon which 
could be traced in white 
letters: 

‘‘In Memoriam. 

“Henry W. Grady. 

“The South's Greatest 
Champion.” The letters were 
so white that the contrast 
was great. It arrested the at- 
tention of hundreds and hund- 
reds who passed by, and every 
eye which rested upon it for 
a second turned away dimmed 
with a tear. 

A young man to whom Mr. 
Grady was particularly kind 
ransacked the town for a por 
traitof his dead friend. Then 
when he found one he had it 
framed, and during the af- 
ternoon thousands looked 


upon it. 

The young man was Mr. 

James Carter, at Kenny & Satzkey’s, 
merchant tailors, on Whitehall. Mr. 
Carter was with the  veterrans who 
went to New Orleans to see Presi- 
cent Davis buried. While there he secured a 
picture of the caisson upon which the remains 
were carried to Metiree cemetery. That pic- 
ture Mr. Carter placed beside Mr. Grady’s, 
and the two were draped in mourning. 

The picture though, which bronght tears to 
more eyes than all others, was farther up 
Whitehall. 

‘Sad, pathetic scenes were presented there 
every minute, 

In Chamberlin, Johnson & Co.'s, a large 
crayon portrait of Mr. Grady rested in a heavy 
bank of black heavy crape. 

The portrait was a faultless one. 

The pleasant, happy smile upon the face was 
a sad contrast to the dark background. 

The entire window was Mee up to the 
portrait and the drapery, and the picture was 
one by which no one could pass without 
pausing—and no one could pause without 
weeping. Strong men, who have not been 
moved in years, glanced at tho portrait, 
stopped, looked searchingly at it, and thén 
moved on with a misty eye and 
an unsteady step. Ladies viewed it, and 
shed tears of sorrow. Children gazed upon it 
in mute sadness and went on in silenes. 

Below the portrait hung a card with this 
inscription: 

The subtle power of death. 

Robs a beautiful happy home. 

A proud growing city. 

A giand southern state. 

Yea. a nation mourns the loss. 

But words cannot tell of the sadness af 
where. Even Grady’s own matchless pen could

THE STATE HOUSE'S GRIEF. 


Governor Gordon Out of the City—The 
Other Officers Express Their Sorrow. 

A general sentiment of grief pervaded the 
capitol yesterday. | 

The expressions of heartfelt sorrow which 

were uttered by every state official were not 

the mere idle terms of a conventional regret. 

The death of Mr. Grady was felt by all to be 


both a public and a personal calamity. There 


were tears in the eyes of many men who are

| life while his heart was ‘swelling and choking 


With a great grief to which he could not give 
Way. 

_ All the gentlemen at tho capitol were anx- 
tous to learn what action had been taken in 
‘Togard to Mr. Grady’s funeral, as they wished 
in some way to express their sorrow. Early in 
the morning Captain John Milledge, acting 
for the capitol officers and for a large number 
of citizens, asked. Captaia Kell, and through 
him the state department, if permission would 
be granted to have Mr. Grady’s body laid in 
state in the rotunda, The permission was 
Willingly granted, and although other ar 
rangementé have been made, a gratifying de- 
sire was shown to place the capitol entirely at 
the disposal of the committee in charge of the 
funeral arrangements. 

In every office were collected groups of men 
talking of the great leader who has passed 
away. Stories of his generosity and open- 
handed charity were told with deep feeling. 
No one seemed able to realize that Mr. Grady 
was really dead, and he was spoken of more 
as if he were in some great danger than if he 
had inet the danger and been overcome by it. 

JUDGE LOGAN E. BLECKLEY. 

“Mr. Grady’s death oppresses mo almost 

more than any event that has transpired in my 
‘life,”"said Judge Logan E. Bleekley. “I think 
hé was a great and good man; had a wonder- 
ful capacity for usefulness, and what is more 
and better, he exerted that capacity in be- 
half of his fellow beings. I look upon him as 
& great light gone out prematurely. He 
leaves a void that none can fill. Ican do no 
sort of justice to the sorrow and regret which 
I feel at his loss.’’ 
MAJOR WARREN SAYS, 

“Thave kuown Mr. Grady since his first con- 
nection with the press, and have watched his 
career with interest. He gave early promise 


of greatness in his chosen vocation. At the | 


age of thirty he easily held the first place in

SOME WORDS FROM HIS FRIENDS. 


Expressions of Grief from Men Who Have 
Known Him Well. 

Hon. Joun T. Guenn, Mayor, says: ‘“‘I 
feel that Mr. Grady’s death is a calamity to 
the city, the state, and the country. As to the 
city, it oppresses me the same as though some 
terrible epidemic had passed over us, carrying 
déstruction that cannot be remedied. if a fire 
like the Boston fire, or the Chicago fire, had 
burned Atlanta, we could rebuild it.

said yesterday, speaking of Mr. Grady: ‘He 
and President Davis were the only two hon- 
orary members of our Confederate Veterans’ 
association. In all our number, as closely 
affiliated as we are, no two deaths could have 
caused so much serrow. What Davis was to 
the old south Grady wasto the new. The 
old soldiers feel that they have lost a friend— 
one of their truest and best. The Confederate 
Home here is an everlasting monument to 
him. Ihave heard dozens of people, of all 
classes, talking aboet him today. They all 
loved him, they all miss him, but none more 
than the old confederate for whom he has la- 
bored so faithfully and done so much.”

CoLoneEL L. J. DuPRe#, editor of the Birm- 
ingham Evening News, is in Atlanta. 

‘*1 was born,”’ said he “in Athens, in the 
house next to the one where Grady tirst saw 
the light. Of his boyhood, though, I knew 
but little. It was in later days thatI learned 
to love and honor him. Icame here in 1872, 
at work on a railroad euaterprise. Grady was 
then running the Herald. i went to him with 
an explanation of the enterprise and asked his 
help. He fellin with enthusiasin, and next 
day wrote an editorial. I was literally amazed 
to see how quickly and how clearly he grasped 
the plan. It took him five minutes to learn 
all I knew about it, and more, tco. Not long 
afterwards I needed an article for the New 
York Herald on the political situation in 
Georgia. I went to Grady forit. Within ten 
minutes he gave me acomplete mapof the 
situation in Georgia, and just as he dictated I 

sent it to the Herald. They 
were so well pleased that they 
gave me a double price for 
the article. 1 was struck with 
the brilliancy and dash of his 
temperament, and even more 
with the kindly courtesy he 
had shown me, almost a 
stranger. He was a great, 
gcod man.”’ 

SECRETARY OF STATE BAar- 
NETT said: “I have known 
Mr, Grady since 1872. He 
was then in the newspaper 
business and’ my acquain- 
tance with him has continu: d 
up to the presest time. Mr. 
Grady was a professor of 
religion and was an active 
mem ber of the First Methodist 
church. He was a most val- 
uable man in every position he 
has filled. As an editor I have 
always considered him a most 
superior man. I never knew 
or heard of anything to his 
discredit, but I have heard 
much that was in his favor. 
I consider that the state of 
Georgia, Atlanta, the church, 


and thepublic have sustains . 


ed a great loss in his death.’ 
COMPTROLLER GENERAL 
W rigurt says: *‘ The loss to the 
state is such that I hardly 
know how to express myself. 
I looked on Grady as a genius, 
and geniuses are seldom born. 
It isa public calamity for him 
to die at such a stage of his 
usofuiness. Mr. Grady has 
dore more to develop the city 
of Atlanta than any man 
who ever lived init. He has 
done more to develop the state 
and he has done mere to wipe 
out the sectional lines and 
prejudices without the sacri- 
fice of a single principle than 
any man who has ever lived in 
this section of our country. 
In addition to all of this the 
old soidiers of the south have 
lost one of the truest, noblest 
and test frimds they ever 
had. I betieve sincerely every 
word I have said and I be- 
lieved it before Grady died.’’ 
JuDGE W.L. CALHOUN, pres- 
ident of the Confederate Vete- 
rans’ association, said: ‘‘Mr. 
Grady has accomplished much 
for the south in his brief but 
brilliant career. His consecra- 
tion to the service of his 
people, and the matchless 
talents which were his made 
him pre-eminently fit for the 
work which he had uuder- 
taken. But his usefulness, 
though hisachievements were 
already brilliant, had just 
begun,¢ his career but. just 
opening. His intellect had 
just arrived at that point of 
development, broadening and 
extending with the experience 
of years, and ripening with the 
fruits of former achievements, where his 
future would be more productive of good than 
it had ever been. 

‘*The whole south shared in the benefits of 
his genius, and the whole south will mourn 
and weep at his bier. 

‘Already he was the acknowledged leader of 
his people; in a few more years, in the more 
complete unfolding of his intellect, the whole 
country would have acknowledged his sway. 
Mr. Grady was & man who, aside from the bril- 
liancy of his intellect, possessed many rare 
qualities of heart. Noble and generous in all 
things, he was doubly endeared to us by the 
great interest he manifested in the veteran 
soldiers of the seuth. His sympathies 
were always with them, and whenever 
within his power, it was a pleasure to be able 
to serve them. Heit was whoinaugura and 
insured the completion of the Confederate 
home. It will be a monument to his memory 
that will live as long as the momory of the 
lost cause survives, and as long as its traditions 
are handed down from generation to genera- 
tion. In other ways, too, has he endeared him- 
sel{ to the soldiers of the south. 

“Mr. Grady and Mr. Davis were the only 
honorary members of the Confederate Veter- 
ans’ association, the leader of the old south 
and the champion of the new.”’ 

Colonel L. P. Thomas: *‘It was almost im- 
poasible for me torealize that Mr. Grady was 
dangerously ill,”’said Colonel Thomas. ‘‘When 
that great demonstration was prepared for his 
return from Boston last Tuesday,and when he, 
from illness. was prevented from responding to 
the plandits of the people who had taken that 
opportunity to show their affection, it seemed 
to me that his sickness was more of modesty. 
I have always found that one of his many vir- 
tues. 

‘Mr. Grady was my ideal of a hero. After 
accomplishing the greatest victory the south 
has experienced, after holding the nation spell- 
bound with his eloquence and power, re- 
turned to the bosom of a proud and loving 
people only to lie down and die, giving his 
very life to the service of his country. In his 
death G and the south reg: champion 
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now, will claim with pride that he was bors 
and lived there.’”’ 

Mr. Emmett Womack, or Covinaromr: 
“He was the leader of his generation in Geor- 
giaand the south. He filled a position ig 
southern history that will make him immor- 
tal. Like the position of Jeff Davis. it is one 
that will never be filled again. He was amas 
of the times; he was made for the glorious 
work that no other man could do, and there is 
no other to do what he left unfinished.” 

Mr. Apotrxus Ocus, of the Chattanooga 
Times, said yesterday at the Kimball: “His © 
death is an irreparable loss to the whole 
south. We, of Chattanooga and of Tenncasee 
feel that a leader has gone from amongst us.’ 

Hon. Ropert L. Berner, ofForsyth, said: 
“In him the whole southern people—rich and 
poor, white and black—have lost their truest 
fmend. He was a great man, and a good 
man.”’ 

Mayor J. B. Commtinas, of Augusta, said: 
“His death is a great national loss, and to the 
south this loss is irreparable. He was, above 
all things, true to his people. Brilliant, popa- 
lar—all these—and true as truth. He was one 
of the greatest men that Georgia ever pro- 
duced, or ever will.’’ 

The Judiciary’s Tribute. 

The judiciary paid an appropriate tribute te 
Mr. Grady yesterday. 

All branches of the courts had already ade 
journed for the holidays except the city court 
In respect to the memory of Mr. Grady this 
was adjourned immediately upon assembliug 
yesterday morning, 

No manner of business will be transacted by 
the court until Saturday. In ordering the ad= 
journment, on motion of Mr. Tom Cobb Jacke 
son, Judge Vann Epps said: 

**I yield to the suggestion of our brother Jackson. 
An unmeasured and immeasurab!e calamity hag 
fallen upon our city and state, and as 1 believe up-. 
on the people of the United States, in the death of 
Mr. Henry W. Grady. Its crushing weight reste 
upon my own heart today. Members of the bar en- 
gaged before this court are so much afflicted by 
this sudden death as scarcely to be able to bring 
their minds to a proper discharge of their profea- 
sional duties. In my official capacity, I can do no 
more to testify our sense of the great loss than te 
adjourn the court, The business of the court em 
tbe calendar for today will be re-arranged for sal 
sequent dates." 

udge Van Epps was greatly moved and 
agitated by the sad intelligence which reached 
him early yesterday morning, and in conversa- 
tion with a member of the bar paid a beauti- 
fal and touching tribute to the great dead. 
He spoke of Mr. Grady as a warriorand a 
hero—the laurel-crowned battler for the peo- 
ple and the rights of the southland; a man 
whose tongue and pen had ever been enlisted 
in the cause of his people.

Nothing that ever occurred 
in Georgia since the war is regarded as such a great 
calamity, and nowhere is his death more deeply 
deplor than here, At a citizens meeting at 
eleven o’clock today, Mayor Cline was insiructed 
to telegraph Mrs. Grady the heartfelt sympathy of 
the people here. 

In Athens, Ga. 

ATHENS, Ga., December 23,—[Special.]— 
Sorrow reigns supremein Athens over the death 
of her most gifted son. Since the firat news of Mr. 
Grady’s sickness, his numerous friends in this city 
have been very solicitous concerning his condition, 
and from every heart that beat with the pulsation 
of true Georgia feeling went up an earnest prayer 
for his recovery. The ministers in the pulpits 
throughout the city prayed earnestly on yesterday 
that the hfe of this great and useful Georgian 
might be spared to his family and to the state, The 
telegram summoning his mother and sister to his 
bedside on Saturday was a_ premonition 
of the end, but yet it was hard 
for any ore to realize that a lifeso noble, so usetul, 
and so generous, was ebbing toits close. Thenews 
of his death threw a pall ot gloom overthe entire 
city this morning, and all day citizens have grouped 
themselves together tou lament hisdeath. Many 
establishments in the city have their places of busi- 
ness heavily. draped, and the hushed silence on 
many lips proclaims the sorrow which cannot be 
ex pressed in words, 

’Farrel and Ash, merchants, draped their build - 
ing heavily, and hung ontan appropriate inscrip- 
tion lamenting the iliustrious dead On 
this spot Mr. Grady spent most of his 
youth, and the imemories of his boyhood 
days rush over his friends as they tread upon the 
ground where he once played as a merry sunny 
tempered boy. A large number of the stores are 
also draped. 

The Athens Banner draped its building beauti- 
fully, andin the color was this inscription: ‘In 
respect to the memory of Henry W. Grady, Athen’s 
most gifted sou, the south’s valant champion, the 
brightest star in the constellation of journalism 
has been removed. His native city and the south- 
ern press mourn his loss,’’ In front of Davis & 
Garebold’s a large portrait of Mr, Grady is hanging 
with heavy draperiesaroundit. The Chi Phi club 
rooms gre draped in respect to the most prominent 
member of that fraternity. 

The mayor and council will meet and pass suita- 
ble resolutions upon his death. 

His aunt, Mrs. John W, Nicholson, and several 
of his friends, went up to Atlanta tonight, and 
scores of others will follow them. There isno ex- 
pression upon the Jips of our citizems but that of 
sorrow, and lament the untimely —— offof him 
upon whom the south had centered all its hopes. 
It bad been the wish of Athens to guard the dust of 
the peefless Georgian who has just been called 
home, but as it is otherwise determined, 
she turns her claims over to Atlanta the 
city he loved so well, and for whose upbuilding he 
gave the best part of his useful life. 

Here this noble son of Georgia first saw the 
light. Here hespenthis youth, so full of promise, 
Here he gathered the best education Georgia's unl- 
versity could give, and with it all started 
on icthe sea of iife, well equipped 
for the battles which lay before him. His native 
city bows her head in grief today over his loss, 
which is irreparable. Sheis proud of him and his 
record, proved to have been the birth place of such 
aman, andas long as nobility and chivalry and 
honest sentiment shall live in the hearts of her cit- 
izens, she will cherish his memory which shall be 
unfading forever. 

Pursuant to the call of the mayor, Dr. J. A. Hun- 
nicutt, the citizens and councilmen met in the 
council chamber today to take suitable action on 
the death of Mr. H. W. Grady. Dr. Hunnicutt was 
made chairman of the meeting, and W. B. Burnett 
secretary. Professor C. B. Barrow offered the fol- 
lowing resolutions, which were passed unanimously 
by the meeting: 

Whereas, It hath pleased almighty God, in his 
wisdom, to take from this sphere of activity the 
soul of our beloved fellow citizen, Henry W, Grady, 


and 

Whereas, This city, in which he was born and 
reared, has always felt especially proud to claim 
himas her own, and feels most keenly and ten- 
derly his loss. 

Resolved, Thatthbo mayor and council and citi- 
zens voice the sorrow of gur people in this sad be- 
reavernent nowbere more deeply than here. 

Resoived, That in the loss of Mr, Grady, the 
union. especially the southern states, and most of 
all, his own loved Georgia, has met with a loss 
which we regard as irreparabie. 

Resolyed, That we recognize the great good he 
has accomplished to the southern states by his 
earnest, constant and enthusiastic advocacy oftheir 
rights and possibilities. He never sought office. 
The esteem in which his fellow-countrymen held 
him was higher honor than office can confer. 

Resolved, That we extend to his bereaved family 
that sympathy which noone but an Athenian can 
feel at this, their overwhelming sorrow. 

Resolved, That the council and fifty citizens be 
delegated by the mayor to atiend the funeral in At- 
lenta Wednesday. 

Resolved, That the citizens be instructed by the 
mayor to exhibit emblems of vn mourning their 
stores aud on the public buildings. 

Resoived, That Wednesday be set apart 
as memorial day and the belis of the schools and 
public buildings be tolled. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be sent 
to the bereaved family. The mayor appointed a 
committee of five, consisting of Messrs, E. R. Hodg- 
son, Pope Barrow, W. D. O'Farrell, W. B. Burnett, 
G. R. Thomas, to arrange for the Athens delegation 
to attend the funeral on Wednesday, and appointed 
a delegation of fifty citizens to attend, incinding 
the mayor and council, the trnstees and faculty of 
the university, and other citizens.

We of this generation have known but 
one such man. Our dead friend and idol- 
fized leader stood in the foremost rank of 
the greatest geniuses of histime. His ca- 
reer, so unhappily cut short when it prom- 
ised most, was meteoric in its dazzling sur- 
prises, but its serene splendor was that ofa 
fixed star in the firmament. 

But, as we write these lines, we feel that 
it is an impossible task to analyze and sum 
up the life-work of one whose sympathies 
and energies were, from first to last, so joy- 
ously and unselfishly given to his fellow- 
men. Nor isthis the time for a calm and 
critical estimate of the sun-bright intellect 
aud the lofty aims of the most brilliant and 
gelf-sacrificing champlon that our people 
have ever known. 

This rare and radiant genius had the 
loving heart of a child, and the wise head 
ef a statesman. How clear was his fore- 
sight—how just was his judgment—how 
easily he silenced clamorous discord, and 
persuaded hostile factions and sections to 
forget and forgive! 

He was a messenger of peace. Wherever 
fhe went, he carried sweetness and light. 
The old leaned upon him in single-hearted 
trust; the young looked up to him for in- 
gpiration and guidance. As a statesman 
and thinker, he formulated policies based 
upon the eternal principles of justice, and 
indelibly impressed his individuality upon 
the best thought and literature of his coun- 
try. Asa journalist, he broke through the 
frammels of old customs aud eyetems, aud 

*%&sreated a new journalism, which is now a 
standard-ead a model in, every American 
newspaper office. At all timez a man of 
affairs, as well as a scholarly student, he 
interested himself in all that concerned 
mankind. He followed many lines of 
thought and action, and succeeded in all. 
His conclusions came like flashes of inspi- 
ration, and while other men were patiently 
climbing the heights, he leaped easily to 
their summits. 

In all this there was no thought of self. 
flenry Grady loved his friends, and was 
mever happier than when he was working 
for others. The sorrows, sufferings and in- 
terests of all classes and conditions of men 
readily touched his tender heart, and no 
eall for help ever went unheeded. The 
story of his heroic and unceasing work for 
hie beloved south is known to all men. It 
was in this noble service that he was 
stricken down—a victim of his sense of 
duty. 

One cannot think of this winning and 
fovable man in his relations to his family 
and friends without crying out against his 
mntimely fate. Surely one so loving and 
true, and so beloved by all, should have 
been spared to us. His work was not fin- 
fished; his career had not rounded to its 
elimax. His shining achievements in the 
past merely gave us assurance of what we 
had a right to expect in the near future. 

These thoughts now areidle, It is use- 
fess to speculate upon what might have 
been. We have lost the wisest leader, the 
most eloquent orator, the brightest journal- 
ist of this generation of Americans; and, 
sadder still, the thought comes to many of 
ms that we have lost one whose place can 
aever be filled. All that is left us is a fra- 
grant memory—an inspiring example, and 
p-ecious words that still ring in our ears 
ook “watpma blast of silver bugles. 

How‘empty and vain are mere words— 
how feeble is the most eloquent eulogy 
when the sense of a heart-breaking loss 
comes home to us and stirs our emotions to 
their deepest depths. 

After all, the best tribute to this great 
and noble soul is the heartfelt sorrow of the

LESSONS OF A NOBLE LIFE. 


In contemplating a catastrophe so sudden 
and so far-reaching as the death of Henry 
Grady, even sorrow becomes insignificant. Be- 
fore such a mysterious dispensation of an All- 
Wise Providence affection itself must stand 
with bowed head apd bated breath. The 
effects of such & calamity are 
greater than sorrow can conceive or affec- 
tion contemplate. Personal bereavement 
has its limitations, and the most profound grief 
& narrower environment than most of us are 
willing to admit; but the taking off of such a 
man as Henry Grady is in the nature of a dis- 
aster that is irreparable. Losses by fire, and 
flood and by convulsions of the great globe it - 
self may be repaired and replaced, but the loss 
of such @ man as Henry Grady is beyond re- 
pair, It is a calamity the full extent of which 
cannot now be realized. 

Something of this sort the writer hereof, 
hastily summoned to prepare a brief edi 
torial announcement, endeavored to say yes- 
terday morning. But what he said was trivial 
and insignificant. The words, weak as they 
were, faltered on his trembling pen, and 
came not at his commanding. 

Over the silent streets the mists hung heavy, 
and the dull skies seemed to be filledwith grief 
and gloom. Laborers going to thcir daily tasks 
paused to hear the sad tidings and-went away 
weeping. These was no room in any heart but 
forgrief and regret. The pen that could write 
nimbly enough on commonplace matters was 
paralyzed when it came to comment on the 
death of a dear friend and comrade. 

I havesaid that the loss which the south 
and the whole country have sustained in the 
death of Henry cannot be fully realized at 
this time—and yet the event has so clarified 
the intuition of those who loved him that the 
humblest man you meet on the street will tell 
you with tearsin his eyes that the coming 
years will not give to this people a leader so 
thoroughly and so =.-ds uns Ifishly de- 
voted to their interests, Those who 
suffer all the pangs of personal béreavement 
are still conscious that the loss of the country 
is larger and more important. For here was a 
man unique among men who seemed set apart 
for a special purpose—a man who seemed to 
understand and appreciate his destiny, 
aud who went forward to fulfill 
it, his face radiant with the flush of life and 
hope, his dark eyes luminous with the fires of 
genius and his yoice musical with a message 
of peace and unity and good will. Here wasa 
leader in the full flush of young manhood, 
who drove sectionalism and partisan rancor 
into hiding, and whose silver tongue enthralled 
strange audiences. But. behold! he is passed 
away, and there is none tocome after him, 

It was my good fortune to know Henry 
Grady when he was little more than a boy. 
Nearly twenty years ago I met him in Rome, 
while he was editing the Commercial. Some- 
thing that he had written over the signature 
of *‘King Hans’’—something that I had 
written in the Savannah News—drew us 
into correspondence, and the _ corres- 
pondence led to a meeting. The Rome Com- 
mercial was not by any means a great newspa- 
per. It was Henry Grady’s plaything—a toy 
—an experiment. It was managed asa boy 
would manage it, and yet its editorial columns 
were the most original to be fonnd in the land. 
They were original and bad about them a touch 
of human nature as rare as it 
was attractive. The genius of the boy was 
feeling its way. Inquiring at the Commercial 
office for the editor, I was directed to a merry- 
go round that had its tent pitched on one 
of the public streets. On one of the flying 
steeds Henry Grady was seated, and as soon 
as the machine could be stopped he came to 
greet me, covered with dust and perspiration, 
and glowing with health, strength and enjoy- 
ment,

From that time to this we have been some- 
what in touch of each other. From that time 
to this we have been friends, comrades and 
coworkers. Life is so little and xo large! 
Looking back over these pleasant years, (that 
are not the less pleasant because of their sor- 
rows) all that is firm and constant seems to be 
an illusion, and only the dreams 
seem to be true—the vague and 
troubled dreams that have vexed the 
mind and fretted the understanding. Where 
is the strength of youth and the promise of 
manhood? What has death to do with the 
rare genius, the tender humor, the gracious 
temper and the unselfish ambition of this 
man who is cut down before his prime? It is 
the old question, ever asked, and never an- 
swered. Thesun shines brightly, and the 
world goes on, but the man we love, the 
leader, the friend, the comrade—lies 
dead. And yet his works live after him, 
From every part of the country come evidences 
of the impression he has made on the age and 
body of time, and the tributes paid to him are 
of a character to keep his memory green. 

Apart from the divine spark of genius that 
lit its mysterious fires in his brain, the most re- 
markable element of Henry Grady’s charac- 
ter was his unselfishness. He never held 
office, be was never a candidate for any office. 
He was no politician in the ordinary meaning 
of that word. The favors he had to ask ofa 
party were not for his own profit, His name 
was mentioned in connection with many high 
offices, but never with his approbation. 
Once .there was a movement to nomi- 
nate him as a candidate for congress. At an- 
other time a tremendous pressure was brought 
to bear on bim to become a candidate for 
United States senator. On both occasions he 
spoke his mind freely to those who worked 
with him in the editorial rooms of Tuz Con- 
STITUTION. “I do not want office,” he said. 
“It would hamper me. I have no ambition in 
that direction. I am inlove with my work 
on the paper, and I feel that I can accomplish 
more good here than anywhere else on earth.”’ 
That he was right there can be no doubt, and 
the people at last came to understand and 
appreciate his position. Never before in the 
history of the country has a private 
citizen ever received * such ova- 
tions as the people haye extended 
to Mr. Grady in all parts of the country. De- 
voted as he was to the best interests of the 
south, he bas been recognized, wherever he 
has gone, as an American who loved the re- 
public. 

Perhaps the secret of his wonderful success 
lies in the fact that he was 
too unselfish to be either narrow-minded 
or provincial in hisjviews. In working for 
Atlanta, for Georgia and the south, whatever 


he did or said was based on broader views and 
lines than any of his contempo- | o¢° 
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quence, in be ef the south and its prob- 
lem, he t sight of his own 
personality altogether. What a lesson is here 
for those who are selfishly striving for notori- 
ety.

AN HUMBLE TRIBUTE. 


But an hour ago I stood by the peaceful 
form of aman whom they said was dead—a 
man who had always been the personification 
of glorious llfefand who then seemed only 
sleeping with a pleasant dream for company. 
His lips were still tinged with the life blood 
from his heart and about them hovered the 
smile which, breaking, filled his dear face with 

adiance divine. The eyes did not open 
to give me their wonted, kindly greeting, but 
he was tired—that was all. I shall see him as 
of old when again we meet. 

He is not dead, he can not be to aworld of 
people to whom he has given the light and 
glory of his life. That the south will ever 
again contain in one being such a spirit as his 
can Jnot be hoped; but poor indeed would 
be the souls where he had sown seed, did not 
they bring forth a bountiful harvest for his 
reaping on the day when all souls are har- 
vested. 

While a country is mourning his loss, while 
his family is forever bowed down by his death, 
it seems a small thing for one soul to pay its 
tribute of love and sorrow; yet this small soul 
that knew and loved him kuows deeper grief 
for his loss than a nation of unknown ad- 
mirers. Since the day I entered his office, a 
stranger, two years ago, Henry Grady has 
been the stimulant to my ambition, the help- 
ful friend and comrade of my daily office life, 
the hero, fairer, nobler, than any being my 
fancy ever pictured. 

I came to this stranger for work, fora place 
on his staff, and I told him the simple story of 
rn A ambitions and necessities. He listened 
with sympathetic interest, and then told me 
in his bright, original way the story of some 
of his early struggles, and from that interview, 
which wasthe result of his making me a 
member of his staff the next day, I have 
worked solely for his praise and encourage- 
ment, never once regarding him as a master 
whom I was compelled to obey, but as 
a king of kings among men whom it was a de- 
light and honor toserve. Ifatask was hard 
and I complained, the words “but Mr. Grady 
wants it done,’’ made it]a feather’s weight; 
and so it was with us all, Never did the spirit 
of a master so imbue and stimulate his people, 
We all felt ita pleasure to do his will. He 
never enforced his wishes. We seemed to feel 
and expand to them as the hearts of the flowers 
open to the light of the sun. To us his per- 
sonality was that of a bright, boyish comrade. 
The same sort of spirit which makes a boy the 
leader in a Jarge school was his among us. He 
was one with us in joy and sorrow, and from 
his presence departed no burdened heart un- 
comforted. 

There are so many little incidents of his life 
among us which are made up of pleasure and 

ain at this hour. Well do I remember how 

o spent his last years’ ra tpen | season and the 
little story he told me of it as I sat in his office 
one morning after New Year’s. 

He had visited his mother iu Athens Christ- 
mas week and he said: ‘I don’t think I ever 
felt happier than when I reached the lit- 
tle home of my hovhood. I gotthere at night. 
Sbe had saved supper for me and she had re- 
membered all the things I liked. She toast- 
ed me some cheese over the fire. Why, I hadn’t 
tasted anything like it since I put off my 
round jackets. And then she had some home- 
made candy,she knew I used to love and 
bless her heart! I just felt sixteen 
again as we sat and talked and she 
told me how she gem ba for me and thought 
of me always and what a brightness I had 
been to her life, and how she heard me com- 
ing home in,every boy that whistled along the 
street. WhenlIwentto bed she came and 
tucked the covers all around me in the dear 
old way that none but a mother’s hands know, 
and I felt so happy and so peaceful and so full 
of sender love and tender memories that I 
cried happy, grateful tears until 1 went to 
sleep.”’

so were mine. He brushed his 
hand across his brow swiftly and 
said, laughingly: ‘*'Why, what are you crying 
about? Whatdo you know about all this 
of feeling?” 

He never seemed brighter than on that day. 
He had received an ovation of loving admira- 
tion from the friends of his boyhood at his old 
home, and these honors from the hearts that 
loved him as a friend were dearer than all 
others.

widely-separated military posts, where it be- 
came necessary to travel long distances without 
water. They were never, however, of much 
service, and upon the breaking out of hostili- 
ties between the north and south were ssized 
by the confederate authorities and sent to 
Camp Verdo, about sixty miles northwest of 
San Antonio. Here they were put in service 
as mail carriers, often making trips of fifty-five 
to sixty miles a day in a dry, barren, hot coun- 
try where no American horse could have sur- 
vived such hardship. 

At the close of the war they again fell into 
the hands of the federal authorities, and were 
sold at auction in the city of San Antonio in 
1866. They were finally taken west to Arizona, 
and, proving useless, were soon abandoned to 
their fate. Wandering over the wild portions 
of Arizona, New Mexico and Texas, they in- 
creased somewhat in numbers, but it was sup- 
posed that the Indians bad long ago killed them 
off. It has since been learned that the red 
men, superstitious and silly as they usually are 
in such cases, regarded them with great awe 
as strange creatures from the clouds, and so 
fled from them in terror.

he was going tocome among us, and his visits 
were ever welcome as the April sunshine. 

Ifhe came not we knew that his sleepless 
Vigilance kept watch in the privacy of his 
room, and that his reassuring eye was upon us. 

That is the way we would, each and all of 
us, rush rightinto any danger, endure any dis- 
comfort and surmount any obstacle to do his 
bidding. He could get more work out of Jay- 
bird, the newsboy, than many a less magnetic 
man could get out of a high salaried reporter. 

And the first thought ever uppermost in 
time of an emergency was: 

‘How will Mr. Grady like this report?” 

That is what made the task so hard. To 
write of the virtues and accomplishments of 
an ordinary friend were a labor of love, But-in 
this case the thought, become familiar through 
long associations was: 

“How will Mr. Grady like this ?”’ 

‘Then the heart-crushing recollection that 
his noble heart was stilled forever, and his 
7 aa soul beyond the pale of human anx- 
eves, 

Oh, it was a thing to overwhelm a man. 

Still we toiled, mechanically, as if we were 
still laboring under his eagle eye, subject to 
his gentie reproof or his cordial commendation. 

Now that he is no more, I may give voice to 
my own feelings without fear of wounding his 
sensitive spirit. 

Iloved the man. Not unselfishly, for he 
was the best and truest friend I ever knew. 
He it was that singled me out among ten thou- 
sand abler men to ussume a position of great 
responsibility. It was ona December night, a 
few days more than four years ago. He tele- 


| graphed for me tocome to Atlanta. I was a 


stranger in the city, unused to the sort of work 
he wished me todo, unacquainted with the 
man himself. 

Neod I tell how he received me when I came 
to his home, after traversing the dark streets 
through a murky mist of mournful rain? 

No. That is unnecessary. Those who knew of 
his home life need no reminders,aud those who 
were;not so fortunate can easily guess from 
their knowledge of the man. I went to work. 
His words of encouragement, wafted to a dis- 
tant city, were like well springs of joy in de- 
sert places. 

_I was rebellious. By and by there came a 
time when I severed my relationship with 
him. Inan hour afterwards I would have 
given worlds to recall my hastidy former reso 

ution. 

The reply that I received to my letter of 
resignation was such as only his generous 
heart could dictate. I will pass over the days 
that followed. Days of alternating hope and 
fear until the shadows fell. » 

Then, amid the hopelessness of my desola~ 
tion, withthe spectresof my mistakes and 
disappointments haunting me on every hand, 
his voice came like a benediction, and once 
more I found inyself in hi3 confidence. 

My resignation was of my own volition. 

My recall was through the promptings of 
his own sympathetic heart. 

For this reason mine is not an unselfish 
love. Not because he lacked any attribute 
that could Win men to him, and stimulate 
them to higher endeavor, for he was brilliant, 
as the world knows; he was the embodiment 
of energy, as his contemporaries know; he was 
a leader, as the co-operating promoters of 
many a noble enterprise know; but how good 
he was none know more than those who owe 
to him tho realization of all their fondest 
dreams. 

He is deed. Icannot realize it. I never 
desire to realize it. Iexpect to feel, as the 
years go by, that his spiritlives, and in watch- 
ful kindness regards the destinies of those to 
whom he endeared himself by every word and 
deed that ever kindled a spark of appreciation 
or gratitude in the bosom of a true man, 

God rest his kingly soul! So long as this 
right hand is fit for service, just so long will J 
bear in mind— 

‘How will Mr. Grady like this repor??”’

| HE WAS A VERY MEAN MAN. 


And the Jury Coucluded That He Was Too 
Mean to Commit Murder. 
From the New York Star. 


While the jury was out deliberating upon a 
verdict in the general sessions court, the other day 
in the case ofa negro who cuta man. because he 
asked bim to pay ten cents which he owed. As- 
sistaut District-Attorney Dawson strolled into the 
reporters’ room and remarked that the case re- 
minded him ofone in which he was interested 
down in Texas before the war. “There wasa very 
mean man,” sald he, “who was despised by every- 
body who kuew him or ever heard of him 
lie was so stingy that he shot one of his ne- 
groes who left a few grainsof corn on the ground 
where the horses had been feeding. The antipa- 
thy to the fellow was so great that he could not get 
any of the decent lawyers in his town to defend 
him, and so I was called in. When the day of the 
trial arrived I soon found how much the man was 
disliked by his neighbors, and I determined to 
make the best ofa bad bargain. I would have the 
witnesses repeat ali of his mean actions, in order 
to impress the jury. When the evidence was all 
inisummed up. I showed the man in his worst 
light, and wound up by relating an incident. A 
few months before this fellow had loaned hig 
brother-in-law ten cents, but stipulated that 
he was to be repald on the following day at 
noon, The next day was stormy. The wind blew 
& nor wester. In» fact, it was long remembered as 
the day of the great storm. The man kept a watch 
for his relative, and when he did not arrive at the 
hour agreed upon, he donned his coat and hat and 
in spite of the elements, walked five miles over the 
mountains to get hismoney.’ Now, gentlemen of the 
jury,’ said I, ‘do you suppose that a.man who would 
do a thing like that would deliberately killa negro 
worth $1,000? No; most of you know the man too 
well to believe that, and you must agree with me 
thet the shooting was an accident.’ My man was 
acquitted.’’ 


ABE LINCOLN SKINNED HIM. 


How the Martyr President Won an Old 
Woman's Suit, 

“If I can free this case from technicalities 
and get it properly swung to the jury, I'll win it,”’ 
Abraham Lincoln used to say, when confident of 
the justice of the cause he represented. He was 
weak in defending a wrong case, for he was men- 
tally and morally too honest to explain away the 
bad points of a cause by ingenious sophistry. 

Instead of attempting to bolster upsuch a cause, 
he abandoned it Once he abandoned a case in 
open court, being convinced that it wasunjust. A 
less fastidious lawyer took Mr. Lincoln's place, and 
WOR the case. 

Mr. Herndon, in his ‘Life of Lincoln,” tellsa 
story which exhibits his ability in getting a case he 
believed in “properly swung to the jury,” 

A pension agent, named Wright, secured for the 
widow ofa revolutionary soldier a pension of $100, 
of which sum he retained one-half as his fee. The 
pensiouer, a crippled old woman, hobbled into 
Lincoln's office and told her story. It stirred Lin- 
coln up; he brought suit against the agent, and on 
the day of the trial he said: 

: “Tam going to skin Wright, and get that money 
ack.’’ 

He did so. The old woman told herstory to the 
jury. Lincoln, in his plea, drew a picture of the 
hardships of Valley Forge, describing the soldiers 
as creeping barefooted over the ice, and marking 
their tracks by their bleeding feet. Then he con- 
trasted the hardships of the soldiers, endured for 
their country, with the hardened action of the 
agent in fleecing the old woman of one-half of her 
pension. 

He was merciless; the membersof the jury were 
in teara, and the agent writhed in h’'s seat un- 
der the castigation of Lincoln's denunciation. . The 
jury returned a verdict in her favor for the full 
amount, and Lincoln made no charge for his serv- 
vices, 

His notes for the argument were unique: 

‘‘No centract—Not professional services—Unrea- 
sonable Charge—Money retained by Deft not given 
by Pi'ff!—Revolutionary War—Describe Valley 
Forge privations—Ice—Soldiers’ bleeding feet— 
Pl ft’s husband—Soldier leaving for army—Skin 
Def’ t—Close.”’
